LORDS’ DOOM SEALED—O’CONNOR, 


New York, Nov. 30-Commenting on the 
rejection of the budget by the British house 
of lords, T. P. O'Connor, one of the Irish 
Nationalist leaders in the house of commons 
ahd now in this country in the interest of 
Irish home rule, said tonight that the British 
peers had, by their rejection of the budget, 
announced their own doom. He believed 
their action would precipitate an uprising 
ot the masses in one of the bitterest fights 
known to English politics for a century. 

In addition, the turn of events, he said. 
would act as a vigorous incentive to the 
cause of Ireland's independence and mean 
the final emancipation of the English masses. 

‘‘I am greatly pleased, and so is every ona 
who is an enemy of the house of lords,”’ said 
Mr. O’Connor. “Every Liberal, and still more 
every Irish Nationalist, has known for sev- 
eral generations that it was impossible to 
nave anything like steady libera! progress so 
igng as the house of lords retained its power 
$e defeat or postpone all democratic legisia- 

on. 


Lords Always Fight Ireland. 


” Ireland has been the special sufferer from 
the present power of that, body, for the house 
of lords consisted almost exclusively of the 
landlords who have been always the curse 
and the enemy of Ireland, and from the days 
of O'Connell downwards every single reform 
of the scores we have won has had to be won 
in the face of the opposition of the house.of 
lords. Its hostility to Ireland has been main- 
tained steadily to the end, for now it stands 
alone in the way of a home rule measure. 

“ As to the effect in England, I believe the 
rejection will lead to an uprising of the 
masses, the strength of which the lords have 
failed to realize. They will realize it before 
many hours. I believe we are on the eve of 
the flercest fight we have seen in British 
politics for a century; that the fight. will go 
against the lords; that they will have pro- 
nounced their own doom, and that before twu 
or three years from now their power of mis- 
chief will be so broken as practically to be 
nonexistent. 

“This means the final emancipation of the 
English masses from the grip of feudal- 
ism. and of Ireland from the government of an 
alien parliament.”

ORTHODOX JEWS CRITICISE 
CONFERENCE OF THE RABBIS. 


Meeting Delved Into Matters Beyond 
Its Authority, Says Statement Is- 
sued by Executive Committee, 


New York, Nov. 30.—Therecent conference 
of American rabbis in this city delved into 
matters beyond its authority, according to a 
statemént issued here tonight by the execu- 
tive committee of the Union of Orthodox Jew- 
ish Congregations of the United States and 
Canada. 

The committee met at the home of Dr: H. P. 
Mendes, the chairman, and afterward issued 
a statement repudiating the authority of the 
cohference and censuring the participants 
for deliberating on ‘'‘ matters affecting Juda- 
ism as a whole.” The statement sd€ysamong 
other things: 

** We regret that the vote of the recent con- 
ference against intermarriage was so feeble 
and so inadequately worded as to be almost 
equivocal, Intermarriage is religious sui- 
cide.

EDUCATION FOR AGRICULTURE. 
‘The opportunities for profitable agri- 
eulture are’ iiustrated in a surprising 
way by two notable exhibitions now apen 
in Chicago. The land show has attract- 
ed thousands by its astonishing displays 
of the products’ of industry. The stock 
show, as in former years, lays emphasie 
upon another branch of rural activity. 


| Delegations of students from. aegricul- 


tural colleges are finding the inspection 
of the exhibits in these two shows an op- 
portunity for gaining knowledge of pres- 
ent day advances not easily obtained from 
books. 

Exhibitions, however, represent only 
form of-instruction. An examination of 
the output of articles on agricultural 
topics as these are listed in any guide to 
periodical literature discloses a surprising 
range of inquiry and discussion. The 
work of the United States department of 
agricalturé covers many phases of rural 
industry. The place, power, and progress 
of the agricultural college have never 
been so promipentiy urged eas now. The 
relationship. to. agriculture of becteriology, 
botany, chemistry, and other branches of 
physica] science 4s indicated in many arti- 
Agricultura} «high schools, experi- 
ment stations, research, pests, societies, 
cobperation, economics, the relationship 
of immigration to agriculture, and the 
study of special race types in their adapt- 
ability. to the farm, the farmer at home, 
and the new spirit of. the farm—these are 
a few titles of magazine articles of recent 
months. a 

But there is a more definite type of in- 
struction regarding agricultural subjects 
than that afforded by exhibition or articl« 
in magazine or review. Work now being 
done by Cornell and Wisconsin univer. 
sities may be cited ip illustration. One 
twelve weeks’ course at Cornell covers 
the production and. testing of milk, butter 
making, cheese,’ dairy mechanics, dairy 
chemistry, dairy bacteriology, diseases of 
farm ‘animals, general agriculture, anima] 
husbandry, bookkeeping, and the mar 
keting of milk. Another course, likewine 
of twelye weeks’ duration, Is devoted ty 
various problems connected with poultry 
husbandry. Such courses are not nes. 
They are duplicated in many agricul-

Col. Sir Robert Dundas of Arniston and of Polton, {0 
Midlothian, who has just succeeded to his father’s bar- 
onetcy, and who now becémes ninth laird of Arniston, 
has, received along with his other possessions an inter- 
esting heirloom, given to the first laird of Arniston, Sir 
James Dundas, tm 1880, and the preservation of which 
from all injury is indispensable to the welfare an4 
fortunes of the Dundases of Arniston. In fact, the 
maacot of Arniston, which is s beautiful glass goblet 
of apparently old Venetian manufacture, is just as 
highly prized by the Dundas family as is. the “luck 
of Bden hall” by the Musgraves of Eden hall and the 
famous glass goblet of Lord Muncaster at Muncaster 
castle, at Bekdale, the Lee penny, ete. 

The Dundas family ig one of the most ancient and 
historic in Scotland, and is represented today in the 
peerage by the marquis of Zetland, who was formerly 
lord Meutenant of Ireland, by Lord Melville, who be- 
longs to the Arniston branch; in the baronetage by 
Sir Robert Dundas of Arniston, and by Sir Charles 
Dundas of Beechwood; while the chief of the entire 
house is Capt. Charles Hope Dundas of the royal 
navy, who makes his home at Inchgarvie house, South 
Queensferry, and of 7 Amberley road, Sydenham, Lon- 
don, and who is the thirty-third chief of the clan of 
Dundas in a direct Hne from Serle de Dundas, a con- 
ter:porary of King William the Lion. 

The Arniston branch, now represented by Sir Robert 
Dundas, was founded when George, sixteenth chief of 
Dundas, purchased tWe-Arniston property for the pur- 
pose of providing an estate ‘for his eldest son by his 
second marriage with Catherine, daughter of the third 


Lord Oliphant. James Dundas, the frst laird of Arnis- | 


ton, was knighted by King James VI. of Scotland 
as governor of Berwick. “Hie son and namjesake, James, 
was knighted by Charlies Il, and for many years oc- 
cupied a seat on the bench of the Supreme court of 
Scotland as lord of session under the title of Lord 
Arniston. His eldest son also became a lord of ses- 
sion as Lérd Arniston, and his gon in turn occupied a 
seat on the bench of the Supreme court, taking the 
same title as that of his father and grandfather. . 


Indeed, for five generajions the lairds of Arnistoa 
were judges of the Supreme court of Scotland, with 
the title of Lord Arniston, a record without parallel, 
the last one tc hold this office being Robert Dundas, , 
who die@ in 19198. His son, though called to the bar, 
was on the high road to similar judicial eminence when 
the reform bill, be depriving his family of the control 
of the parliamentary representation for Midlothian, 
which it had held for over a hun@red years, caused him 
to retire from public life and to spend the remainder 
of his existence on his estates’as a Scottish chieftain 
and landed proprietor at Arniston. 

Arniston originally was part of the lands on the 
Southesk granted in the twelfth century to the Knights 
Templar by King David I. and was the first setile- 
ment of that once mighty order in Scotland. It extends 
to upward of 12,000 acres, of which some 3,000 are 
under timber or woodlands. The property lies at a 
considerable altitiile on the northern slope of the 
Moorfoots. Sir Walter Scott was a.frequent visitor at: 
Arniston, and the following entry ts to be found tn 
his diary: “I em @elways happy in finding myself in 
the old oak room at Arniston, where I have drunk many 
a merry bottle, and in the field, where |, have seen 
many a hare killed.” * 

Perhaps the most famous of all the Dundases of 
Arniston was Henry Dundas, a younger son of one 
of the Lords Arniston who were lords of session, and 
who was the right Rand man of Prime Minister Pitt 
and his treasurer of the navy. Raised to the peerage 
through Pitt as Baron Duneira and Viscount Melville, 
he was impeached by the house of commons for mal- 
versation while treasurer of the navy, and being duly 
acquitted after a trial by the house of lords, whica 
returned a verdict of not guilty, he died, leaving a 
large fortune. The present Viscount, Melville, who 
must not be confounded with the ear! of Leven and .of 
Melville, was for many years consul general of Great

The plan of F. A. Delano,president of the 
Wabash railroad, for a great series of paa- 
senger terminals for all reads entering the 
city from the west and south, had cold water 
thrown upon it yesterday at a meeting of 
the Engineers’ club of Chicago.

He asserted that public opinion 
was not united and, explaining nis conten- 
tion that it was often wrong at. first, cited 
the smoke question, declaring that of the 
soot now» bothering Chicago the railroads 
made 10:-per cent, residences and hotels 60 per 
cent, and manufacturing plants 30 per cent. 

“ They want’'the railroads to spend millions 
of dollars to get red of 10 per cent of the 
smoke when the greater percentage of it 
can be abolished at much less cost,” he said. 

E. N. Layfield, chief engineer of the Ter- 
minal Transfer railway; M. K. Trumbull, 
city track elevation expert; and W: C. Arm- 
strong pointed out difficulties in the way, the 
worst of which, they asserted, was the im- 
probability of railroads agreeing.

Judging from the sentiments expressed 

along the Midway yesteraay regarding the 

ive return of Michigan to the west- 

ern conference, the Wolverines will not be 

given a weleome of special warmth by Chi- 

cago unless they drop their request for the 
football training table. 

Chicago, if its feeling in the matter was 
expressed accurately by members of the 
board of athletic control, does not want the 
table, and will be umpwilling to yleld the 
point in order: to receive Michigan into the 
fola f. Gale and Dr, Raycroft 
yesterday talked freely on the subject, and 
both gaid they were opposed to making 
the concession. - 

Director Stagg is out of the city, so his 
views could not be obtained, but Prof. Gale 
is authority for the statement that the 
c@ach, who originally was not in favor of the, 
abolition of the training table, had changed 
his mind, ‘and decided his teams could get 
along better without it.

Prof. Gale appears to have been misinformed on 

“board free '’ proposition, for [t has been the 
habit of athletes at most schools, Chicago included, 
to pay for their “feed * at the table just as if 
they wefe procuring {t at restaurants. 

Dr. Raycroft, who is acting athletic director In 
the absence of Mr. Stags. hed the following to 
offer: 

“I fall to see where Michigan is any nearer re- 
entering the conference than before, since it is 
‘metsted that the training table be aliowed. That 
is practically what has kept Michigan out (hus far.

Alumni and Students United. 

Among Michigan alumni the general desire 
is for a return to the conference. They fee!

They assert it gives them innumerable opportuni- 
tles to get together in remnione, which generally 
are held on the eve of a big athletic event. 

At Ann Arbor the feeling among the students Is 
for a returntothefold. They do not believe that 
Michigan should meet the demands of the confer- 
mence committee, but they do belleve Michigan will 
go half way. Those in charge of the athietic sitna- 
tion hesitate to say much on the topic, but it le cer- 
- tain they favorareturn. Ooach Yost would rather 

lay in the west than in the east, and the Wolver- 
nes' football victory over Minnesota will go a long 
way toward increasing the changes for a return. 

It ts understood from reliable sources that Mich- 
igan will return to the conference and that it will 
have @ representative at the meeting next month. 
Just how this representative will be instructed to 
vote is not known, but it ls aseured he wil! be in- 
structed to meet the committee half way. The 
‘other conference colleges, realizing the value of 
Michigan to the organigation, will inatruct their 
delegates to waive any little or wnimportant ques- 
tion over which there is friction.
